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Andhra University 

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
( 1939 - 40 ) 

I. General 

1 . This report covers the period from Ist July 1939 to 30th 
June 1940. 

2 . Under sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Andhra University 
Act the Goveroment of India nominated His Excellency the Gover- 
nor of Madras to be the (Chancellor of the Andhra University with 
effect from Ist April 1938. Accordini^ly when His Excellency 
John Francis Ashley Lord Erskiue, G.C.I.E., ceased to be the 
Governor of Madras and Chancellor of the University on the 12th 
March 1940, Captain the Hon’ble Sir Arthur Oswald James Hope, 
G.C.I.E., assuming office of the Governor of Madras, became 
ex-officio Chancellor of the University with effect from 12-3-40. 

3 . Maharajah Sree Sree Sree Dr. Vikrama Deo Varma Garu, 
Hon, D. Litt. (Andhra), Maharajah of Jeypore continued to be the 
Pro-Chancellor till the expiry of his term of office on 5th March 
1940, when the Maharajah Saheb was renominated to the office for 
a further period of three years from that date. 

At its meeting on 8th March 1940, the Senate adopted the 
following resolution after a speech by the Vice-Chancellor tracing 
the chief landmarks in the History of the University : — 

** That the congratulations of the Andhra University be 
tendered to the Maharajah Saheb of Jeypore on his 
installation as Pro-Chancellor of the Andhra Univer- 
sity for another term of three years and its best wishes 
for the continued success of his regime. ” 
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The Pro-Chancellor made a suitable reply in acknowledgment. 
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4 . Dr. C. R. Reddy, M. A. (Cantab), Hun. D. Litt. (Andhra), 
M.L.C. continued to be the Vice-Chancellor. 

At the close of its meeting on 9th March 1940, the Senate 
passed the following resolution unanimously 

That the congratulations of the University be offered to 
Dr. C. R. Reddy, M. A. (Cantab), Hon. D. Litt. 
(Andhra), M.L.C., Vice-Chancellor, on his reaching 
the sixtieth year and its best wishes for a long life 
of usefulness and service,” 

6. Dr. V. S. Krishna, B.A. (Oxon), Ph. D. (Vienna) continued 
as Registrar. 

6. Messrs. P. Ramaswamy, M.A.. and P. Lakshmikantam, M.A. 
continued to be the University Orators in English and Telugu 
respectively. 

7 . Mr. L. Subba Rao, B. A., B. L. continued to hold the ofiSce 
of Honorary Legal Adviser. 

8 . The Syndicate conveyed to Sir S. Radhakrishnan its hearty 
congratulations on his election as Vice-Chancellor of the Benares 
Hindu University and Fellow of the British Academy. 

9 . At its meeting held on 2nd December 1939, the Syndicate 
recorded its deep sense of grief at the death of Mr. R. Srinivasa 
Rao, B.A., permanent Manager of the office and Acting Registrar 
of the University for one year ending with 26th April 1939 and 
Major J. A. W. Ebden, an ex-member of the Syndicate and the 
Senate, and communicated to the bereaved families the sincere 
condolences of the University and its appreciation of their services 
to the University.

HI. Meetings of University Authorities. 

16. Two ordinary meetings of the Senate were held during the Senate, 
year the first on 6th October 1939 and the second, which was also 
the Annual Meeting, on 8th March 1940, with an adjournment to 
the next day in both cases. At the annual Meeting, the Annual 
Report of the University for 1938—39 and the Financial Estimates 
for 1940—41 were considered and passed. 

16. Two ordinary meetings of the Academic Council were held, Academic 
the first on 6th October 1939 and the second on 8th March 1940. Council. 

One meeting of the Academic Council as constituted under 
clause 1 of Section 22 of the Andhra University Act was held on 
6th October 1939, at which, vacancies among co-opted members 
were, as already stated, filled.

The Provincial Government 
shall have the right to cause an inspection to be 
made, by such perscui or persons as it may direct, of 
the University, its buildings, laboratories, libraries, 
museums, workshops and equipment, and of any 
institutions maintained by or affiliated to the 
University, and also of the teaching and other 
work conducted or done by the University, and to 
cause an inquiry to be made in respect of any 
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matter connected with the University. The Pro- 
vincial Government shall in every case give notice 
to the University of its intention to cause such 
inspection or inquiry to be made and the University 
shall be entitled to be represented thereat 

(ii) The Provincial Government shall communicate to 
the Senate and to the Syndicate its views with 
reference to the results of such inspection or inquiry 
and may, after ascertaining the opinions of the 
Senate and Syndicate thereon, advise the University 
upon the action to be taken. 

(iii) The Syndicate shall, within such time as the Pro- 
vincial Government may fix, report to it the action, 
if any, which is proposed to be taken, or has been 
taken, upon such advice. The report shall be 
accompanied by the opinion of the Senate thereon. 

(iv) The Provincial Government may, where action has 
not been taken by the University within a reason- 
able time to its satisfaction, after considering any 
explanation furnished or representation made by 
the Senate or the Syndicate, issue such directions 
as it may think fit, and the University shall comply 
with such directions \ 

The above amendments to the Act caoic into force with effect 
from 1st April 1940. 

V. Statutes, Standing Orders, Finance and other 
Rules, Ordinances and Regulations.

(5) Amendment to Section 8 of Chapter XII (Affiliated 

Colleges) authorising the Syndicate to permit manage- 
ments of affiliated colleges to open new courses in 
urgent cases pending formal grant of affiliation. 

(6) Amendment to Section 8 of Chapter XVI (Convocation) 

providing for the award of Diploma in Music under 
the Faculty of Fine Arts. 

(7) Amendment to Section 3 of Chapter XXXV (Fees) 

revising the fees prescribed for the First, Second and 
Final M.B.F3.S. Examinations, consequent on the 
revision of the Regulations and Courses of study for 
the M.B.B.S. Examination.

Amendment to Section 13 of Chapter XXXI (University 
Professorships &c.) exempting from the operation of the 
rule regarding subscribing to the Provident Fund those 
teachers of the University who had joined service after 
Ist May 1938. 

22. The following are some of the additions to or alterations 
in the Finance or other Rules adopted by the Senate during the 
period under review 

(1) Amendment to Section 16 (a) of the Appendix to 

Chapter XI (Colleges of the University) providing 
studentships for those undergoing new M.Sc. courses 
of study. 

(2) Addition of Rule 10-A to the existing Rules in the same 

Appendix requiring a Research Fellow or Research 
Scholar, who accepts appointment elsewhere before 
the expiry of the term of the Fellowship or Scholar- 
ship, to refund the moneys received from the 
University unless the appointment accepted is one 
in which he can make use of his scientific training. 

(3) Amendment to Section 21 of Appendix ;to Chapter XI 

permitting the award of studentships to students 
already in receipt of monetary assistance from sources 
other than the University, provided the total amount 
does not exceed Rs. 40 in the case of boys and Rs. 50 
in the case of girls, and in case the total amount 
exceeds, the studentship be reduced so as to bring the 
total sum to the amount fixed. 

(4) Amendment to Sections 10 and 11 of Chapter XIX, 

deleting the Extension Fund Account from the list of 
the Accounts to be maintained by the University. 

(5) Amendment to Section 23 of Chapter XIX providing that 

the claim by an officer or a servant of the University 
or a member of the University for remuneration due, 
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made after 6 months of the date at which the payment 
is to be made shall be paid after deducting 15% frdm 
the amount of the bill. 

(6) Amendment to sub section (iii) of Section 31 of 

Chapter XIX (Finance) of Vol. 1 of the Code fixing 
the travelling allowance for all journeys performed 
by road, canal etc., at 4 annas per mile and at 6 annas 
if the claimant does not complete his return journey. 

(7) Amendment to sub-section (vii) of the same section 

fixing Berhampur as the northern boundary of the 
University area for purpose of drawing Travelling 
allowance. . 

(8) Amendments to Section 32 of the same Chapter giving 

the employees of the University some benefit of the 
leave earned by them before the new Leave Rules 
were passed on 1st April, 1937.

(a) Prescribing dates in respect of the recently institut- 

ed Diploma examination in Music. 

(b) Revising the dates for the Pre- Registration, and

(c) Fixing dates of the M. D. and M. S. Examinations. 

All the above amendments to the ordinances were submitted 
to the Chancellor under Section 42 (2) of the Act. Item 2 was 
placed before the Senate at its last meeting and item 1 will be 
placed before the Senate at its meeting on 5th Deceinber 1940<

persons for exemptions from the production of 
attendance certificates.

the clause relating to the residential qualification in 
the case of students belonging to the University area 
for the purpose of granting exemption from the first 
year’s course of study leading to the Intermediate, 
or B.A. (Pass) or B. Com. (Pass) decree examinations 
of this University if they have undergone a similar 
course in any other University and appeared for 
examination there. 

(iii) Addition of Section 10-A to the same Chapter providing 

exemption from undergoing the course in Music by 
private candidates and those studying in colleges not 
affiliated in the subject. 

(2) Amendment to Chapter XXXVIII (Intermediate Examina- 
tion) making alterations in the Regulations, Combinations, Syllabuses 
and the concerned Time-Tables with a view to remove the 
difference in Standards in the different languages under Part III 
of the Intermediate. 

Amendments to the foot-note under Section 1 of the same 
Chapter (i) providing combinations with Engineering subjects under 
Part III of the Intermediate Examination and (ii) deleting certain 
combinations found to be unnecessary. 

(3) (i) Amendment to Section 5 of Chapter XXXIX (B.A. Pass 
Degree Examination) and the concerned Time-Table with a view 
to secure uniformity in duration as well as marks in the three 
English Papers under Part J.

Degree Examination) 
revising the Regulations, syllabuses of the two examinations to 
meet the requirements of Government service. 

(7) (i) Amendment to Section 3 of Chapter XLIV (B.Sc. Hons. 
Degree Examinations) bringing the courses of study in French and 
German prescribed for this examination into line with those 
prescrided for the B. A. Hons, examinations. 

(ii) Amendment to Section 25 permitting candidates who fail i^ 
the B.Sc. Hons. (Chemical Technology) examination at their first 
appearance to appear a second time under certain conditions. 

(8) Amendment to Section 17 (1) and (2) of Chapter XLV 
(Post-Gradujite and Research Degrees) prescribing a time limit for 
resubmission of a thesis. 

(9) Amendment to Section 28 of Chapter XLV (M.Sc. Degree 
Examination) prescribing (1) Sugar Technology, (2) Pharmaceutics, 
(3) Oils and Fats and (^Geramics as special subjects for study. 
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(10) Addition of Chapter XLVIII-B which includes the revised M.B.B.S. 
courses of study for all Medical Examinations except Pre-Registra- 
tion. 

(11) Amendments to Section 7 of Chapter L-A (0. T. Examina- o.T. 
tions-New Regulations) substituting some books of prose and poetry 

in Sanskrit for Sanskrit Grammar prescribed for the course of Sans- 
krit for Bhasha Praveena— Preliminary and Finil courses with 
Hindi. 

Amendments to Section 14 of the same Chapter permitting 
candidates who passed Ubhayabhasha Praveena— A (under old 
Regulations) to appear privately for Vidya Praveena— Sahitya 
Branch. 

(12) Addition of Section 8 to Chapter LVII (Certificates) em- Certificates, 
powering the Syndicate to direct the heads of colleges not to admit 

to further courses of studies for a certain period, students who are 
found guilty of any serious oflEence or misconduct after the issue 
of attendance certificates. 

The above changes in Regulations except items (1), (3-iii), (6), 

(7-ii) and (11) were placed before the Senate under Section 43 (2) 
of the Act. The rest will be placed before the Senate on 
5th December 1940.

26. Some of the points of special interest dealt with in the General, 
course of the year are indicated below 

(1) When the question regarding the necessity of appoint- 
ing Tutors in English was referred to the Board of 
Studies in English, the Board expressed that Lec- 
turers having about 13 hours lecturing work (B. A.) 
should be exempted from tutorial work and the 
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correction work should be done by Tutors under the 
supervision of Lecturers at the rate of about 150 
exercises per week for every Tutor.’ The Syndicate 
approved the principle uiulerlyiiig the Board’s resolu- 
tion and requested the Managements and Principals 
of allilialed colleges to appoint sufficient number of 
Tutors in English, as was being done in the case of 
Demonstrators for science subjects and to provide 
adequately for giving and correcting written work in 
English. 

(2) In connection with the appointment of a temporary 

Tutor in English in one college, the Syndicate resolv. 
ed to inform the colleges that even temporary 
Tutors and Pandits should be paid the minimum 
salary in the approved scales. 

(3) The Syndicate disapproved of the proposal of a college 

to entrust the teachers of the High School with the 
composition work of Intermediate students and 
insisted upon the appointment of a full-time Tutor 
in the English Department of the college for this 
purpose. 

(4) The Syndicate refused the request of a Demonstrator in 

Physics of one College for exemption from the mini- 
mum qualification for appointment as Assistant 
Lecturer in the affiliated colleges. 

27 . In G. 0. No. Ms. 785 P.H. dated 29th February 1940, the 
Government accepted the proposal of the Vice-Chancellor to 
change the name of the Medical College, Vizagapatam to Andhra 
Medical College thus making its provincial scope and character 
clear in its very name. 

In G. 0. No. Ms. 550 P.H. dated 13-2-1940 of the Education 
and Public Health Department, Madras, the Government sanctioned

12. Clinical Tutors or Should possess a University Degree 

Assistants. M.B.B.S. and should have done Post- 

graduate work in a teaching institu- 
tion for at least one year. 

Note : — The Professors should in addition to the academic qualifi- 
cations prescribed produce evidence of three years’ 
teaching experience in the respective subjects in a Medical 
College or School. 

Professors in the clinical subjects of Medicine, Surgery 
and Obstetrics and clinical lecturers in these subjects 
should possess four years’ experience in the practice of 
speciality subsequent to obtaining the higher qualification. 

Regarding the qualifications for the clinical lecturers in the 
Andhra Medical College, Vizagapatam the Syndicate resolved 
that— “ 

“ The qualifications and attainments of Clinical Lecturers in 
Hospitals should be the same as those governing the 
Professors or Lecturers in Clinical subjects who should 
possess a higher degree (such as M.D. or M.S.) and have 
practised the speciality for at least four years after hav- 
ing obtained the qualification.” 

This was communicated to the Government of Madras and 
the Surgeon-General with the Government of Madras with this 
office letter No. 226.C-38 dated 25-9-1939. 

On a reference received from the Surgeon- General the Univer- 
sity informed him that it was not feasible to introduce Telugu as 
the medium of instruction in the Andhra Medical College, Vizaga- 
patam.

(tt) Becognised Colleges. 

29. The reports on the working and progress of the recognised 
Colleges for the year were received from all the Colleges and referred 
to the Board of Studies in Sanskrit and Telugu for remarks. 

30. In January 1940, the Syndicate granted permanent recog- 
nition to the Sri Sarada Niketanam, Guntur in the Bhasha Praveena 
Title Courses of Study (Telugu and Sanskrit) with effect from 
July 1939. 

VII. Admission to University Courses. 

31. As in previous years, the Syndicate appointed a Board con- 
sisting of Messrs. K. Sivaramakrishna Rao, M.A., L.T. (Convener), 
T. Suryanarayana, B.A. (Cantab), and S. P. Ragland, M. A. for 
moderating the results of the S.S.L.C. Examination of 1940. The 
Moderation Board formulated certain rules and these were approved 
by the Syndicate. The percentage of eligibles was 30 before 
moderation and 41 after moderation. 

32. A preliminary list of S.S.L.C. holders declared eligible for 
admission to University Courses of Study in accordance with the 
Regulation in Chapter XXXII-A of Volume II of the University 
Code and the rules framed thereunder by the Moderation Board 
was issued to the Principals of all Affiliated Colleges and Head- 
masters of recognised High Schools. Exemptions from the 
operation of the age rule granted by the Director of Public 
Instruction, Madras to certain pupils were ratified by the Syndicate 
and their names also included in the list of eligibles. The final 
list will be published in the Fort Saint George Gazette in due 
course. 

33. A list of E.S.L.C. holders declared eligible for admission 
to University courses of study was issued to the Principals of all 
Affiliated Colleges and to the Headmasters of European High 
Schools. 

34. As in the previous year, the University published the 
results of the Sanskrit Entrance Examination and issued copies to 
the Principals of the Recognised Colleges and to the Headmasters 
of Sanskrit Schools in the University Area. 
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35. The Syndicate nominated the following persons as re- s.s.L.G 
presentatives of the University on the S.S.L.C. Board in place of the Board, 
present members whose term would expire, by efflux of time, on the 

14th July 1940 ; —

36. The term of the present representatives of the University E.S.L.C. 
on the E.S.L.C. Board extends up to 31-3-1941. But Rev. Father ®°**^^* 
J. Baud, one of the representatives ceased to be the Principal of 

the St. Aloysius High School, Vizagapatam, on his elevation to the 
Vicar-Generalship. Acting on the suggestion of the Director of 
Public Instruction, Madras, the Syndicate however resolved that he 
might be continued as the University representative on the Board 
till the expiry of his present term on 31-3-1941. 

37. In G.O. No. Ms. 324 Education dated 26-2-1940, the S.E.E. 
Government after consulting the three Universities ordered that the 
nomination of members to the Sanskrit Entrance Examination 
Board should in future be made by the Syndicates of the three 
Universities in the Presidency, instead of by their Academic 
Councils. 

38. The University of Madras decided to conduct its own sole 
Matriculation Examination for purposes of entrance to the courses 

of studies in the University from the examinations of 1943 and for- 
warded a copy of their communication to the Government on the sub- 
ject to the Vice-Chancellor. In December 1939, the Syndicate consi- 
dered the letter and resolved to make the Matriculation Examination 
the sole entrance Test for admission to the University courses of 
study. Subsequently, a Committee was appointed to work out details 
and the question is now engaging the attention of this Committee.

Chemistry, Philosophy, History and Telugu, 

XI. Donations and Endowments. 

61. In October 1939 the Senate made a representation to the 
Government by the following resolution : — 

“(a) This Senate requests Government to sanction un- 
reservedly the annual or recurring grants voted to 
the University by Local Bodies instead of limiting 
their currency to the financial year as is now being 
done, which in practice frustrates the purpose for and 
with which the donation sections were embodied in 
the Andhra University Act, firstly, by rendering the 
institution of Teaching posts and Fellowships, the 
most important and urgent items in a teaching 
University, young and undeveloped, impossible as 
such posts cannot be organised on the basis of un- 
certain annuities and precarious tenure ; secondly, by 
rendering a proper budgeting by the University 
impossible and, thirdly by making the administration 
of such charities, which under this practice of 
Government may come only as occasional windfalls 
in any part of the year, extremely difficult in respect 
of economy, timeliness of operation and other aspects 
of planning and efficiency. 

{h) This Senate Very earnestly represents to Government 
that in accordance with the spirit of the provisions 
in the Andhra University Act and the traditions 
pertaining to University benefactions, not to speak of

the extreme necessities of the case, they may be 
pleased to sanction unreservedly the annual or recur- 
ring donations that may be generously voted for the 
University by Local B^nlies like District Boards and 
Municipalities without limiting their currency.” 

52. In their G.O. No .Ms. 4973 dated 18th December 1939 of 
the Local Administrative Dept, the Govt, regretted that they were 
unable to comply with the above request in view of the existing 
financial position of the local bodies. They, however, stated that 
they had no objection to sanction the contributions in question for 
two years consecutively in the first instance provided that there was 
a resolution of the local body to that effect and that its finances 
permitted the same. They also stated that contributions for 
subsequent years would bo sanctioned in good time for the Univer- 
sity to be aware of the position year after year, taking into 
consideration the financial position of the local bodies concerned. 

63 . The Boards and Municipalities which had already voted 
donations were requested to pass resolutions making their grants 
consecutive for two years. The other Boards and Municipalities 
were requested to vote liberally and vote for two years.

66. At the request of the Indian Union of Local Authorities, 
Delhi, the University deputed Prof. M. Yenkatarangiah, M.A., as an 
expert to assist the Conference of Provincial Ministers of Local Self 
Government, Education, Public Health and Public Works held at 
Bombay on the 3rd and 4th August 1939. 

67. The University regretted its inability to accept the 
invitation of the Indian Historical Records Commision for its 
session in Calcutta during December 1939. 

XV. University Colleges and Development. 

68. The Senate approved the proposals of the Syndicate to 
designate two Professorships— one in the Department of Physics and 
the other in the Department of Chemistry — as ‘Ramachandra Deo 
Professorship in Physics* and * Vikrama Deo Professorship in 
Chemistry *. Accordingly Professor S. Bhagavantam and Prof. 
T. R. Seshadri were appointed to the ‘Ramachandra Deo Chair of 
PhyiscB* and the Vikrama Deo Chair of Chemistry’ respectively. 

69. (1) One Readership called the ‘Gandhian Readership’ in 
Applied Mathematics was founded and the cost thereof being met 
from, the annual grant of Rs. 4,200/- generously sanctioned by 
the West Godavari Dt. Board, Ellore. 
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(2) Otie Lecturership called the ‘Gowtami Lecturership* was 
instituted in the Technology Department and the cost thereof being 
met from the annual recurring grant of Rs. 3,000/- generously sanc- 
tioned by the East Godavari District Board, Cocanada. 

(3) The first grade Lecturership in Mechanical Engineering in 
the Technology Department was converted into a Lecturership in 
the new grade. 

(4) One Tutorship in South Indian Archaeology and Epigraphy 
with special reference to And lira Desa was instituted the cost being 
met from the monthly donation of Rs. 100/- by Prof. Vissa Appa 
Rao, to the Vice-Chancellor’s Fund.

73 . The report on the working of the various departments of 
Teaching in the University Colleges is printed as Appendix D. 

74 . The Instruments Manufacturing Section which was orga- 
nised in 1937 on a temporary basis was made permanent with effect 
from 1st July 1940. The report on the working of the Instruments 
Manufacturing Section is printed as Appendix E. 

76 . Mr. A. Seshagiri Rao, M.A., A.S.A. A. (Lond.), continued to 
be the Warden of the University Hostel. The Syndicate has framed 
rules defining the responsibilities of the Resident Tutors in the 
University Hostel. The strength of the Hostel ranged from 161 to 
170 and owing to paucity of rooms, arrangements were made to 
accommodate two students in a room in about thirty rooms 
during the first and second terms. The fourth Hostel Block— 
Viveka Vinyasa was completed in January 1940 and was opened 
on 17-2-1940 by Mr. P. L. N. Raju, President, District Board, 
Vizagapatam. As in previous years, the Hostel mess was divided 
into three sections with its cosmopolitan character unimpaired. 
During the third term the mess ran only two sections for the sake 
of economy and the boarding charges averaged at Rs. 11-4-0 
per month as against Rs. 11-8-0 in the previous year. 

76 . Mr. M. V. Krishna Rao, B.A., M.B.B.S., continued to be the 
University Medical Adviser. A report on the working of the 
University Hostel Dispensary and the Medical Inspection of 
students is printed as Appendix F. 

77 . The report on the working of the Andhra University 
Students’ Union is printed as Appendix G. 

78. The report of the Andhra University Headquarters 
Amalgamated Sports Association is printed as Appendix H. 
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79. The report on the working of the Andhra University 
Faculty Club is printed as Appendix L 

80. The University has taken up the organisation of the 
Pharmaceutical Courses in the J.V.D. College of Science and 
Technology and appointed a special Committee to go into the 
question and report. 

81. For a long time the University has had under consider- 
ation the question of organising courses in Natural Science subjects. 
It has now been made possible to take steps for the institution of 
these courses by the very generous grant which the Government 
were pleased to sanction. 

To secure expert opinion on the organisation of these courses 
the University appointed a special Committee who met on the 24th 
April 1940 and recommended the following courses ; — 

(i) B.Sc. Pass (2 years’ course) with one Main (either Botany, 

or Zoology or Geology) and two Subsidiary subjects. 

(ii) B.Sc. Hons. (3 years’ course) with one Main (either 

Botany, or Zoology or Geology) and one Subsidiary 
subject. 

The Committee was also of opinion that a beginning could be 
made in 1941 with Geology as Main and Chemistry and Botany or 
Physics as Subsidiaries for Pass; and Geology as Main and Chemistry 
or Botany as Subsidiary for Honours. 

The Committee of experts further recommended that provision 
should be made for M.Sc. to be taken one year after B.Sc. Honours 
or two years after B.Sc. Pass by regular study and examination 
and that D.Sc. should be taken purely on thesis three years after 
M. Sc. 

The Committee revised the old building plans and it is expected 
that this would give us a well approved and thoroughly up-to-date 
Institution. 

The Syndicate considered the above recommendations at its 
meeting held on 8-6-40. In view of the general opinion that the 
organisation of the courses in Natural Sciences had been long 
delayed and on the recommendation of the expert Committee that 
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some of these courses might be started in July 1941, the Syndicate 
felt that it should take immediate action in the matter and rescived 
to open Geology classes from July 1941 provided Government gave 
the necessary amounts recurring and non-recurring and appointed 
special Boards to prepare draft regulations and syllabuses. The 
preparation of the detailed courses is engaging the attention of the 
special Boards. 


XVI. University Library. 

82 . During the year under report Mr. S. Parthasarathy, 
M.A., A.L.A. Ag., Librarian was made permanent in that post with 
effect from 16-9-39. There were no changes in or additions to the 
staff. 

83 . The Library continued to work the extended hours. 
The number of readers during the period of extended hours 
from 1st July 1939 to 30th June 1940 was 6,000. The figure for the 
corresponding period of the previous year was 6,286. 

84 . Only one meeting of the Committee was held during the 
neriod under report on 8-10-’39. Besides, all urgent matters were 
)ut before the Committee in circulation. 

86. The number of volumes added to the Library during 
the period under report was 1,758 bringing the total collection in 
< tjhe Library on 30th June 1940 to 38,195. 

By the courtesy of the Hindu and the Madras Mail the lists of 
latest additions to the Library continued to be published in their 
papers as and when they were ready for issue to members. The 
system adopted last year of publishing a list of all books added to 
the library during the previous academic year in the University 
Colleges Magazine and Chronicle haS' been continued this year also 
and will be a regular feature hereafter. 

86. An approximate amount of Rs. 13,314 was spent on books 
and periodicals this year. Of this about Rs. 5,000 was spent as usual 
on periodicals alone. The number of periodicals including dailies 
subscribed for by the Library is about 225, 
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87. Messrs. P. Varadachary & Sons, Madras, continued to be 
sole agents for supply of books to the Library. 

88. From 1-1-40 the system of getting periodicals from indi- 
vidual publishers has been modified by the appointment of Messrs. 
B. H. Blackwell Ltd., Oxford, England, as sole agent for supply of 
all American, Continental and English periodicals for a period of 
3 years from 1-1-40.

of the building scheme was taken up for execution. 

The Government in their order No. 2436 Ms. Revenue dated 
20-9-39 accorded sanction to the alienation of T. S. Nos 88-A/3, 
88-A/7 and 997/1 measuring 4 acres 25,7 13 sq. ft. in Forest area. 
The site was handed over to the University on 30-9-39. 

The Government in their G. 0. No. 5724-F/39-5 dated 9-2-40 
issued orders alienating the remaining portion of the entire area 
of the Forest Land reserved for the Andhra University. The land 
was accordingly handed over to the University on 6-3-1940, 

98 . It was stated in the last report (section 132) that the

Site. Collector, Vizagapatam had been requested to acquire about 8 acres 

of land behind the hostel blocks. It is expected that the land would 

be acquired and handed over to the University during the next year, 

The Collector, Vizagapatam forwarding for approval certain 
conditions for the alienation of the Government laud between the 
Executive Engineer’s quarters and the Temple along the Karaka- 
chettu Road (T. S. Nos. 54 and 55 of block No. 5 of Waltair Ward) 
enquired whether the University would be willing to pay 
Rs. 1,057-11-4 towards the cost of the site. The Syndicate has 
since agreed to pay the amount. 
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99. The Government in their 6. 0. No. 741 (Public Works Buildings 
Department) dated 9-4-40 had sanctioned the sale of the District 
Forest Officer’s quarters at Waltair together with the site to the 
Andhra University for Rs. 8,000. The Syndicate having agreed to 

the offer, the Government handed over the building with the site to 
the University on 6-6-’40. The sum of Rs. 8,000/- has been paid 
to the Government. 

100. The construction of the following works was completed Schemei 
during the year

(iv) The fourth Hostel Block. 

(v) Guard quarters.

The construction of quarters for the Teaching Staff and 
Administrative officials could not be taken up though the estimates 
and plans were approved long time back as the Forest land where 
they are proposed to be constructed was not alienated till recently. 

As the forest land has since been alienated, the question has again 
been taken up. Some firms in Madras and Calcutta were furnished 
with the plans already approved and were requested to quote with 
specifications and to submit alternative plans wherever necessary. 

Quotations and plans have been received from two firms and they 
are under scrutiny. 

The construction of the Faculty Club has been taken up. The 
plan and the estimate were revised down. Tenders were invited 
and the construction of the building was entrusted to a contractor. 

101. The construction of the following works were sanctioned New 
by the Senate for the year 1940-41 in addition to those already 
sanctioned but not taken up till now : 

(i) Guard and inaistry quarters 

(ii) Bath room and Latrine for Hostels. 
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102. It is also proposed to construct a subsidiary ChetiiisWy 
block at a cost of Re. 24,000/- to be found from the Government 
Grant of Rs. 3^ lakhs sanctioned for the Natural Science College. 
The estimate is bein^' placed before the Syndicate. 

The plans and estimate for the construction of the Main 
Natural Science College for which the Government have sanctioned 
Rs. 3*5^,000 in G.O. No. MS. 555 Education dated 1-4-1940 are 
under preparation. 

103. All the buildings except the shed for Instruments Manufac- 
turing Section and shed for Smithy and Foundry were insured 
against fire with the New India Assurance Co., Ltd., Bombay. 


XIX. Finance and Accounts 

104. The Accounts of the Andhra University for the year 
1939-40 are given in Appendix K to this report. 

The Developement Reserve Fund account which was hitherto 
extended up to 31-3-1939 has now been ordered to be continued 
till 31-3-1945. 

A new account called * Depreciation Reserve Fund ’ has been 
opened this year to which amount set apart towards depreciation 
oji buildings and equipment is credited. 

106. The audit for the year 1939-40 was completed and the 
audit report received from the Examiner, Local Fund Accounts* 
Madras is printed as Appendix L to this report. This will be 
submitted to the Senate in due course, 

The audit department has now brought the audit up to-date 
and concurrent. 

The audit fees for the year 193S-39 were paid in 1939-40. 

106. The budget showing detailed revised estimates of income 
and expenditure undertlie various accounts for the financial year 
1939-40 and the budget estimates for 19-10-41 were approved by the 
Senate at its meeting held on 8th March 1940. 
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107. The Government paid the recurring grant ot Granti. 

Rs. 1,50,000 in monthly instalments of Rs. 12,500 each. 

108. The Government in their G.O. No. MS. 555 Edn. dated 1st Additional 
April 1940 sanctioned a grant of Rs. 3,50.000 towards the 
establishment of a Natural Science College at Waltair as detailed 

below : —

Of this, an amount of Rs. 50,000 has been provided by the 
Government in their Annual Statement of Expenditure for 1940-41 
to be placed at the disposal of the University when the building 
scheme is undertaken. The remaining portion of the grant is to 
be disbursed in instalments with reference to the progress of 
expenditure. 

The Government have also sanctioned a recurring grant of 
Rs. 39,600 towards the cost of employment of Professors and 
Readers in the Natural Science College and this will be paid with 
effect from the year in which the buildings are ready and the 
College begins to function. 

109. The Maharaja Saheb of Jeypore paid during the Financial Contribu- 
year 1939-40, Rs. 75,000 for 1938-39. Out of the contribution of 
Rs, 1,00,000 for 1939-40, a sum of Rs. 60,000 has been received to 
end of June 1940. 

It is expected that the balance due for 1939-40 will be received 
soon.

113 , In grateful recognition of the memorable services of Lord 
Erskine, the ex-Chancellor of the University in donating Govern- 
ment lands and sanctioning the Natural Science College project, the 
Senate resolved to confer on him the Honorary Degree of D. Litt. 

114 . As in previous years, University Extension Lectures by 
the teachers of the Afi&liated Colleges and others were delivered 
during the year at selected centres as per programme printed in 
Appendix J to this report. 

116. At the invitation of the University, Professor Harold 
Hotelling of the Columbia University, U. S. A., delivered a course 
of three lectures on mathematical statistics at the University Head- 
quarters from the 15th to 17th of January 1940. 

116 . On an application received from the Principal of the 
Hindu College, Guntur, the Syndicate granted recognition to the 
College Students’ Union from Ist July 1939. This raises the num- 
ber of the recognised University Students Unions to seven. 

117 . Under Section 5 (1) (b) of the Madras Medical Registra- 
tion Act, the Academic Council elected Mr. M. V. Krishnarao, B.A., 
M.B.B.S. from among the members of the Medical Faculty to the 
Madras Medical Council. 

118 . The Inter-University Board, India held its annual session 
for 1939 at Waltair on the 15th and IGth December 1939. 

The Syndicate re-appointed the Vice-Chancellor as the repre- 
sentative of the University on the Inter-University Board, India, 
wiih effect from 1st April 1940. It has further authorised the Vice- 
Chancellor to nominate a person in his place in case of his inability 
to attend any of its meetings. 

The University communicated the following views to the 
Inter-University Board on the points referred to it during the 
year 

(1) that it waa desirable that there should be as much uni- 
formity as possible in the subjects and courses of study

(2) that the University did not recognise Post-Graduate work 

done outside the University for its Research Degrees ; 

(3) that the University favours the recognition of examina- 

tions of other Universities on the basis of reciprocity 
and parity of academic standards fot* purposes of 
admission ; 

(4) that the need for organising a special diploma course in 

Technology was not felt ; 

(5) that the University has recently appointed a Tutor in 

South Indian Archaeology and Epigraphy and that the 
University would be prepared to extend its help to the 
Archaeological department as far as possible ; 

(6) that the system of interloaning of books between the 

various University Libraries was in vogue in the Uni- 
versity and that the University Library had a trained 
staff ; 

(7) that the University was agreeable to admitting Inter- 

mediate students ^ the Law Courses after a preliminary 
study of English for one year, the total period of study 
for the LL.B. being three years ; 

(8) that social service need not be made a compulsory condi- 

tion precedent to the award of degrees and that if there 
was need a special diploma course may be organised ; 

(9) that the University had been trying to establish closer 

contact with the industrial and commercial organisations 
in the country ; and 

(10) that the University had no objection to allow the migration 
of students from one University to another after passing 
the University Examination in Anatomy and Physiology 
if uniform standards were observed, provided however 
that these niigrations were treated as special cases. 
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119. At the request of the Goverument the University 
expressed the following opinion on the provision of a Bill to amend 
the Aligarh Muslim Universityy Act» 1920 ; — 

(1) This University has no objection to the proposal to so 

amend Section 12- A of Aligarh Muslim University as to 
remove the power of affiliating Intermediate colleges in 
the Aligarh District. 

(2) It is strongly of opinion that the Aligarh University should 

not be given the power of recognising schools outside 
the Aligarh District, 

(3) This University does not object to Aligarh or any other 

University having a Matriculation of its own for admis- 
sion to its own institutions for which anybody may 
appear without reference to school or private study, 
provided that this does not carry with it the right to 
recognise schools. 

120. A\fr. D. L. Narasiraham, M.A,, L.T., Lecturer in History 
and Economics, Government Arts College, Rajahmundry forwarded a 
draft scheme for opening a diploma course in Geography. The 
scheme was referred to a joint meeting of the Boards of Studies 
in (1) History and Politics and (2) Economics and Geography for 
consideration and report. 

121. The Committee constituted by the Syndicate last year to 
make proposals for the establishment of an organisation necessary 
for the compilation of a Standard Telugu Dictionary submitted its 
recommendations. In view of the heavy expenditure which the 
recommendations involved the question was dropped. 

122. In view of the prospect of the Natural Science College 
being established having materialised and the consequent husband- 
ing of all the resources for making it a success and not undertaking 
nerw developments if they are at all avoidable, the University 
regretfully postponed Law College project for the present. 
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123. In connection with the Vernacularisation Scheme, certain 
persons were commissioned in 1933 to write Text-Books in Telugu 
suitable for the Intermediate classes in various subjects. Among 
them Messrs K. Ran^>achari, M.A., B.L. and R. V. Seshayya Naidu, 
M.A. have sent their manuscripts in Trigonometry and Zoology 
respectively. Their manuscripts are being edited before sending 
to press. 

In furtherance of this educational reform, the University re- 
quested the Government to appoint representatives of the Madras, 
Andhia and Annamalai Universities to go into the question of 
vernacularising the Intermediate courses of study. But the Govern- 
ment declined to interfere in such academic reforms and suggested 
that it might be appropriately considered by the Universities them- 
selves. Since the Government were not prepared to take the 
initiative in the matter and undertake responsibilities of correlating 
the activities of the three Universities, the University felt that not 
much could be accomplished by the Andhra University taking the 
initiative and dropped the question for the present. 

124. As a preliminary to the formation of a St. John Ambu- 
lance Corps in the University, a course in First Aid was organised 
in the University, A batch of 30 persons including members of 
the teaching staflE was selected. The Honorary Medical Adviser of 
the University was in charge of instruction. The examination— 
viva voce and practical — was held in March 1940 by Dr. G. V. S. N. 
Murti, M.D., Divisional Secretary of the Dolphin (Andhra Medical 
College) division of the St. John Ambulance Corps. 22 came out 
successful. It is expected to usher into existence a full-fledged corps 
early next year. 

126, Regarding Bifurcation of the Intermediate Courses of 
study into the Intermediate in Arts (LA.) and the Intermediate in 
Science (I.Sc.), it was stated in Section 68 of the Annual Report for 
1936-37 that the Syndicate had accepted in principle the need for 
such bifurcation and bad appointed a Committee which framed the 
necessary Regulations and Syllabuses in December 1936 and the 
Academic ('ouucil, which considered this scheme in March 1937, 
deferred further consideration to its next meeting. 
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But in view of the changefl contemplated in the Educational 
Reorganiaation Scheme of the Government which involved the 
abolition of the Intermediate Courses of study, the Academic 
Council resolved in December 1937 that further consideration of 
the Bifurcation question be postponed. 

The University having resolved on the retention of the 
Intermediate and there being no ground to suppose that this decision 
would be interfered with, and in the light of the recommendations 
of the Medical Council regarding the courses in the Intermediate 
classes, the Syndicate considered the question once more in Septem' 
her 1939 and in accordance with its recommendation, the Academic 
Council appointed a new Committee to go into the whole question 
of Bifurcation and report thereon. 

On the recommendation of this Committee, the Academic 
Council, at its meeting held in March 1940, resolved not to 
proceed with the Bifurcation of the Intermediate Courses for two 
reasons viz,, (1) that it was not desirable to lower the standard 
in English and the Second Language and (2) that if the standard 
in those languagas were lowered, it would create added difiBculties 
for employment. 

Yet, with a view to achieve the objects underlying the idea 
of Bifurcation the Syndicate is taking steps to give effect to the 
following proposals of the Bifurcation Committee approved by the 
Academic Council in its Resolution No. 67 dated 8th March 1940: — 

(1) to add a new Combination of Physics, Chemistry and 

Biology to the list of the existing combinations 
under Part III of the Intermediate Courses of 
study and, 

(2) to institute a practical examination in the Science 

subjects viz. Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, 
Biology and Agriculture, 

In December 1939, the University approved the proposal of the 
Principal, University Colleges, Waltair for the employment of an Coach, 
official Cricket Coadi jointly by the University Colleges, Andhra 
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Medical College and Mrs. A.V.N. College, Vizagapatam for a period 
not exceeding six months in the first instance, 

126. The sole agency for the sale of S.S.L.C. Text-Books for 
1941 Examinations was given to Messrs. Gupta Brothers, 
Vizagiipatam. 

127. It was stated in para 117 of the last Annual Report that 
for violating the conditions of contract for General Printing the 
contract with Messrs. Rao Brothers, Madras, was terminated. 
During the year the contract was entrusted to Messrs. R. Venka- 
teshwar & Co., Madras for a period of three years with effect from 
1st August 1939.

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APPENDIX-F. 

WORKING OF THE HOSTEL DISPENSARY. 

During the year under report the total outpatient attendance for various Medical Aid. 
ailments in the Hostel Dispensary was 5,623. The average attendance from 
.month to month is given in Tabular form in Enclosure I. The daily average 
outpatient attendance for the year works out at 18. 

Most of the ailments were of a minor character. A detailed classified list of 
ailments under broad heads in each month is furnished in Enclosure II. 

Injuries including sprains, wounds, minor burns account for about 14 per Injuries and 
cent of the attendance. There was no case of severe burns. Most of these minor Accidents, 
injuries were received while playing on the fields or working in the labora- 
tories. One case of a simple fracture of a metacarpal bone and one case of 
dislocation of the shoulder need mention. Both these were set right satisfac- 
tonily. 


As far as incidence of disease is concerned there has been no case of Small- Incidency of 
pox, Chicken pox, Measles, Cholera, Enteric, Pneumonia, Tuberculosis, or Disease. 
Venereal Disease among the Hostel residents during the year Under report. 

There was no fatality or serious illness leading to break of continuity of 
studies among hostel residents. 

Among minor ailments, E. N. T. troubles seasonal “colds and coughs’^ Con- 
stitute as usual the largest number of attendance. Next in order occurred minor 
disturbances of the gastro-intestinal tract followed by minor skin affectlonij, 
miscellaneous fevers and eye-trouble. Cases of Trachoma have been regularly 
treated in the outpatient’s department. 

This section with comfortable provision for 4 beds has continued to be use- inpatients 
ful and popular. The total number of inpatients admitted and treated during Department, 
the year was 74. All were discharged cured. The maximum number of admis- 
sions in any month (20) occurred in July, the first month of residence for the 
students, being also the season for diarrhoeas and dysenteries. 

As during the last few years the more important diseases which disabled the 
students from time to time were (1) miscellaneous fevers (2) diarrhoea and 
dysentery which continue to affect the largest number of inpatients. Regular 
provision was made for supply of boiled water for drinking purposes and 
efforts were made to prevent and eradicate the fly-nuisance in the season. Pro- 
gressive improvement in the sanitary condition of the kitchens, dining halls 
and their environs has been insisted on, in order to reduce the incidence of 
water-borne infections.

The Medical Adviser has found a gratifying response from the Hostel 
residents to his policy of impressing on them the need for early reporting of 
even ‘ trivial * troubles promptly in the outpatient department and of 
encouraging them to take him into confidence and to seek his advice regarding 
their diet, habits and general health. Insistence has been maintained on 
prompt admission into the Ward of all residents who may be ill requiring 
segregation, rest, special diet or treatment. A few cases requiring special 
investigation or specialist advice have been referred to some departments of 
the King George Hospital. As far as possible in each case radical treatment 
has been instituted and progress of each student after recovery has been 
followed up. 

A number of servants and other members of the staff from various depart* 
ments of the University Colleges were referred to the Medical Adviser, who 
examined end advised them and rendered first aid whenever required. 

The compounder (assisted by the Ward attender) has been in charge of 
the dispensing and nursing of inpatients, one of them being on ‘night duty 
whenever there were inpatients. 

The completion of the compound wall of the University Campus has 
considerably helped to improve the sanitation all round in the Campus and 
specially around the hostels and the dining Halls and better arrangement has 
been made for the place where cows are milked. The modern sanitary fittings 
with flushing arrangements and the system of closed drainage with septic tank, 
have been functioning satisfactorily maintaining the high standard of sanita- 
tion in the Campus. Water-supply for bathing, washing and sanitary purposes 
had to be strictly economised and controlled.

(Hons.) moved * That India should kelp Britain 
unconditionally and whole-heartedly in her fight against Germany for esta- 
blishing the principles of justice and equity' Dr. T. A. Purushotham, M.A., 
Ph.D., First Grade Lecturer in Philosophy, A. S. Raman, C. Raja Rao and 
K. Sanyasayya spoke for the proposition and T. V. Kameswara Rao,

V. Lakshminarayana, G. Subbireddi and Sivakumara Sarma were in the opposi- 
tion. After a keen debate and when the leader of the house had replied, the 
President put the motion to vote, and declared it lost by a large majority.

In his presidential remarks, Dr. Reddy said that the 
Congress showed its lack of imagination in forming party cabinets, and declared 
that had coalition ministries been formed in the different provinces we should 
not be hearing now so much of these communal bickerings. The meeting came 
to a close with the Secretary's vote of thanks. 

The next meeting under the auspices of the Union was held on 26th 
October 1939, when Vidwan G. J. Somayaji, M.A., L.T„ p.Q.L., delivefed ^ 
lec^ur^ on * The History of Telu^u Language \ 
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The members of the Union mustered enthusiastically when a debate on the 
proposition ^That if man is to Hve^ Gcd must go* was organised on 30th 
October, 1939, with the President of the Union in the chair. A. S. Raman, 
IV B.A. Hons, opened the debate, and C.R. Viswanadham of IV B.Sc. Hons, led 
the opposition. C. Rajarao, K. Sanyasiah and D. Venkateswararao supported 
the proposition and V. V. Ramanadham, B. Sundararao, V. Lakshminarayana, 
V. Narayanarao and A.V. Ramanarao were in the opposition. Prof. V. Appa 
Rao and Mr. B. Muthuswami also participated in the debate. The resolution 
was put to vote and declared lost by a majority.

The 
Dr. T. S. Tirumurti Cup was awarded to the Andhra Medical College, Vizaga- 
patam and C. Suryanarayana of the Andhra Medical College who was declared 
the best speaker in English was awarded the individual prize. 

Dr. C. R. Reddy giving away the prizes complimented all the debating 
teams on the high standard which they maintained throughout their per- 
formance. 

Two debating teams of the Union consisting of A. S. Raman and C. Seeta- 
ramayya (English) and C. Sitaramayya and G. Suryanarayanaraju (Telugu) 
secured the first and second prizes in the English and Telugu debates conducted 
at the Maharaja’s College, Vizianagram, during November.

I have the honour to forward herewith the Audit Report on the accounts 
of the Andhra University for the year 1939^40 together with the statements of 
accounts as required by Section 21 (1) of the Andhra University Act of 1926. 


Audit Report on the Accounts of the Andhra University 
Waltair, for the Year. 1939—40. 

Name of auditor :-«Mr. A. B. Christian, Dt. Inspector of Local Fund Accounts. 
Time taken for audit From the 2nd to the 15th July 1940. 


1. The transactions under each of the nine sep.-irate accounts maintained 
by the University are shown in the statements appended. The openinf? balance 
in the several cash books are in agreement witli the closing balance of the 
previous year. The closing balances in the several cash hooks agree with the 
balances in the annual statements and are in agreement with the balances in the 
Bank and Treasury Pass Books after allowing for outstanding ch eques and 
revenue not credited in the treasury accounts within the year. 

2. The more important irregularities are detailed below. Irregularities 
of a minor nature are detailed in the Objection Statement which shonld be 
treated as part of this report. 

Annual Contributions and Donations. 

3. (a) The whole of the annual contribution of Rs. 1,00,000 for 1939-4 (j 
due from the Maharajah of Jeypore to the University remained unpai<l up to th< 
end of March '40, the amount of Rs, 75,000 received during the year being the 
arrears of previous years. A sum of Rs. 10,000 was received on the 13th July 
1940 townrds part payment of the contribution for 1939-40. 

(b) Rajah of Panagal Endowment, 

The third annual instalment of Rs. 1,500 due from the present Rajah oi 
the 31st July 1939 was not received up to the close of audit. 

(c) Sir Aiiadi Krishnaswami Ayyar Endowment. 

The donation of Rs. 1,000 per annum due from Sir Alladi Krishnaswam 
Ayyar for the years from 1936-37 to 1939-40 was also pending receipt. 
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Works estimated to cost below Bs. 600. Quotations not 

called for. 

5. The last clause under Section 29 of Chapter XIX of the University 
Code prescribes that, in the case of estimates costing below Rs. 500 quotations 
shall be called for from the approved contractors and the lowest rates oflfered 
shall be accepted. Under rule II-A (vii) of the rules approved by the Syndicate 
at its meeting held on 15th October 1938 works estimated to cost less than 
Rs. 600 may be let on piece work agreement at the discretion of the Engineer, 
without inviting tenders. Under the latter authority quotations also are not 
being called for from the approved contractors in the case of works estimated 
to cost below Rs. 500 but works are entrusted to contractors at the discretion 
of the Engineer. If it is the intention of the Syndicate to dispense with 
quotations also, in respect of works costing less than Rs, 500 then the rule 
framed by the Syndicate is inconsistent with section 29 ihtiL It was stated 
that an amendment to section 29 was being submitted to the Senate. The 
amendment is awaited. 


Advances Recoverable pending adjustment. 

6. In November 1936 a sum of Rs. 150 was advanced to Sri G. V. 
Raghava Rao of Yellamanchili for publication of his book “ Everyday 
Science and again in October 1937 another sum of Rs. 300 was advanced to 
him for the same purpose. The amounts so advanced remained to be accounted 
for up to the close of audit. 


Annual Stock Verification. 

6. (a) Furniture, 

The Syndicate in its resolution No. 356 dated 17th February 1940 
authorised Sri S. Parthasaradhi Naidu to verify the stock of furniture and to 
report. To his report received on 8th July 1940 are enclosed list of articles of 
furniture found short and also found in excess of book balance. He alleges the 
differences to be mainly due to wrong nomenclature adopted and to the failure 
to note the correct dimensions on the furniture. The result of the investigation 
into the losses and the action taken to recover or write off the cost of articles 
actually missing is awaited. 

(b) Library Books, 

In its resolution No. 608 dated 8th June 1940 the Syndicate approved the 
action of the Vice-Chancellor in appointing Sri A, Ramakrishna Rao, B.A. 
F.C.A. (London) to verify the stock of Library books. The certificate pf 
verificatiQn and report on the result thereof are awaited.

(c) The certificates of Stock verification which were due in the Regis- 
trar’s office by the 1st May 1940 under section 40 of Chapter XIX of the Univer- 
sity Code were not received up to the close of audit in the following cases ; — 

1. Chemicals and apparatus (from heads of departments other than 

the head of Physics department.) 

2. Machinery and othor stock in the Instruments Manufacturing 

section. 

3. Stock of games articles. 

(d) Stock Verification of apparatus^ Physics Department, 

The stock verification discloses losses and breakages costing Rs, 380 in 
the research apparatus and Rs. 475 in the general physics apparatus which 
were recommended for write off by the head of the Physics department. The 
orders of the Syndicate are awaited. 


Stock of Research Apparatus of Teachers. 

7. In response to the request of the Registrar in his letter No. 9 — A — 38 
dated 12th September 1938 to bring the list of research apparatus of teachers 
up-to-date the Principal forwarded an up-to-date list of articles on the 4th 
January 1940 with his remarks as to the condition of the apparatus. The 
remarks disclose the following facts : — 


(a) The apparatus shown below was reported to be not in use for want 
of the steam or electric power.

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The torrace triple roller mill (item 7) is now proposed to be sold away. 
The circumstances under which the apparatus was not set up require investiga*- 
tion. The necessity for the purchase of the above apparatus would not 
appear to have been scrutinised at the time of purchase. It is not also under- 
stood why even after the purchase the departmental officers concerned did not 
bring to the notice of the authorities that the apparatus had been lying idle 
Ti^ithout proper use. 

Permanent Advance— Recoupment by Principal. 

8. Under Section 15 (8) Chapter IV of the University Code, the Registrar 
shall be responsible to see that all moneys are expended on purposes for which 
they are granted. In the discharge of his duties, he may therefore be expected 
to scrutinise every payment incurred from the permanent advance of the 
Principal also. Nevertheless on a mere statement of expenditure furnished by 
the Principal the contingent expenditure incurred by him is passed for payment 
without getting the sub vouchers for scrutiny. The Syndicate however 
in its resolution No. 277-A (4) dated 3rd December 1938 authorised the above 
procedure. In the circumstances the several certificates furnished by govern- 
ment servants on contingent bills relating to expenditure from provincial funds 
would need to be furnished by the Principal on his contingent bills to admit 
the expenditure in audit. 

Payments to Foreign Firms— Acknowledgments. 

9. In reply to paragraph 7 of the audit report for 1938 — 39 on the subject, 

it was stated that the Syndicate resolved that the debit note by the Imperial 
Bank of India should be treated as sufficient receipt in respect of payments to 
foreign firms where no receipts could be obtained, and that the Senate also hold 
the same view. A debit note from the bank is intended to show a debit in the 
accounts but it is not a sufficient proof of payment to the proper parties. In 
respect of similar payments in the Madras and the Annamalai Universities, 
payees’ receipts are obtained and produced for audit. The Imperial Bahk of 
India is also willing to obtain the receipts from the payees in foreign countries 
or to furnish certificates of payment from their foreign agents Agent’s 

letter No. 185 dated 7th August 1936 to the Registrar). Under the above 
circumstances it is not understood why the University authorities should not 
avail themselves of the offer of the bank and why it should insist on the 
acceptance of debit note of the bank as sufficient proof of payment. 

Security. 

11. From the commencement of tl^e college year viz.f from June 1939, the 
fees due from the students of the college are being collected in cash in the 
Principal's office. In its resolution No. 432 (97) dated the 8th June 1940 the 
Syndicate resolved to obtain security to the extent of Rs. 500 from the college 
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cleiik and of Rs. 150 from the Hostel Manager who deal with cash transactions 
The security remained to be furnished. 

12. The gross receipts and charges of the year were Ri. 6,71,793 — 15 — 7 
and Rs. 6,44,695 — 0 — 6 respectively. 

13. Forty-nine items of objections involving a sum of Rs. 29,783 — 8—4. 
were pending settlement at the close of audit as detailed below : —
